He was 
elected in I8S2 by 11,000 majority, and again 
in 1884 by 47,000. He savs that while the col- 
ored republicans have received some recogni- 
tion at the hands of the administration, nearly 
ail the favors thus far extended have been to 
the southern representatives of that element, 
Four appointments of colored men to impor- 
tant positions have been made.

Ex-Senator Bruce and ex-Representa- 
tive Lynch were his principal backers. Towns- 
end is an Indiana man, and, as Indiana seems 
t constitute a separate and distinctc ass, 
Whin it comes to ollice seeking and ottice get- 
ting.

CHATTANOOGA, May. 23.—The Southern 


Presbyterian assembly was called to order at 
9 o'clock this morning. . 

Ilder J. A. Ens'eo submitted the report of 
the auditing committee, which declared that

and Sthe {treasurer of the board of trustees 
of the assembly were correct. The report, 
with reluctance, advised the acceptance of the 
Hion. James Hemphill, for 
twenty years a member of the board of trus- 
tees, and recommended that Trustees Jobn L. 
Grown and John E. Brown be re-elected trus- 
tees; that Dr. J. R. Shearer, president of 
Davison coliege, succeed Rey. J. Y. Fair on 
the board, and that James Patton Erwin and 
General Rufus A. Barring, of Charlotte, N. 
C., be elected new members of the board.

The 
special committee which had been appointed 
to consider the report of the joint conference 
committee, submitted a majority report favor- 
ing the adoption of the conference committee's 
recommendation to co-operate and a minority 
report opposing it. The former was signed by 
nine members of the special committee; the 
latter by two. 

liev. 5S. M. Wilson, of Missouri, made a talk 
in support of the minority report, of which he 
was the originator. 

Dr. J. R. Wilson, stated clerk of the assem- 
bly, and chairman of the joint conference 
committees, advocated the adoptiou of the 
jo ntreport. He said: 

“Some of our northern brethren say nothing 
less than organic union will satisfy them. 
submit the statement, if we can’t co-operate 
ve can’t unite. If we can’t court, we can’t 
marry. Is not our southern bride handsome 
enough? Ithink she is; but Iam afraid she 
is not ready yet.’”’ 

The entire aftérnoon session was devoted to 
the discussion of this matter, each member be§ 
ing allowed five miuutes’ time. Not all the 
inembers spoke, but the sentiment 1s over- 
whelmingily in support of co-operation, 

A report recommending organic union would, 
however, fail, 

HOW THEY STAND. 

The positions of those who made speeches 
during the afternoon are indicated as follows: 
Synod of Alabama, four for co-operation; 
synod of Arkansas, five for co-operation ;synod 
of Georgia, eight for co-operation; synod of 
Kentucky, ten for co-operation,and.two against 
it; sy of Memphis, six for co-opeation ; 
synod of Mississippi, eight for co-operation and 
one against it; synod of Missouri, eight for co- 
operation; synod of Nashville, eight jfor co- 
operation; synod of North Carolina, six for 
co-operation, and two against it; 
synod of South Carolina, four for co- 
operation and five against. One of the 
strongest protests made against the motion 
was made by Dr. J. L. Girardeau of South 
Carolina. The adoption of the report to co- 
operate, said he, was a step to organic union. 
Ifsothe question is whether the assembly 
will sacrifice the union of the southern Pres- 
byterian church for a union with the northern 
church. I think lL represent the people of my 
section, in South Carolina, when I say that if 
the church adopts any measure tending to the 
union of whites and blacks in the church or 
state, many of the Presbyterians will leave 
that denomination and seek others. 

When everyone had been given an oppor- 
tunity to speak, the vote on the question was 
taken by ayes and nays, and recorded. Ninety- 
nine votes were cast in favor of co-operation 
as provided for in the report of the joint com- 
mittee ot conference between the two assem- 
bhes. Twenty-seven votes were cast in oppo- 
sition. The report was adopted, and the re- 
sult was wired the northern assembly.

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THE NORTHERN PRESBYTERIANSS 
the General Assembly on 
Co-operation. 

New York, May 23.—In the presbytery gen- 
eral assembly today the report of the commit- 
tee of conference on fraternalties in Christian 
work with tne gouthern church, which had 
already been présented, was called upon the 
orders of the day. The report says that the 
committees of both churches agreed upon co- 
operation in foreign mission work, Cco- 
operation in the home field, 
and in reference to co-operation in 
the evangelization of the colored people 
recommended; that the relations of the 
colored people in both churches be allowed to 
remain in statue quo, the work among them to 
proceed on the same line as before; that the 
sympathy of both churches be extended to- 
wards thé evangelization of the colored 
race, and, third, that the work 
undertaken by the southern assembly, 
such as the S Tuscaloosa institute, for the 
education for colored ministers be mutually 
recommended. Co-operation in publications 
hag been agreed upon by the committees. 

The minority report, signed by Judges S. M. 
Breckinridge holding that nothing short of 
organic union between both churches was de- 
sirable orfpracticable, was also fixed. 

The assembly took favorable action today on 
reports in favor of co-operation.

Lonpon, May 23.—A deputation from the 
various Irish municipal bodies presented to 
Parnell an address congratulating him upon 
his success in disproving, before the commis- 
gion, he many calumnies that had been scraped 
on hiim. 

Mr. Parnell replied that he was 
the Irsh ‘municipal authorities would 
continue to tight for their 
privilege, not for the purpose of the disinte- 
gration of the empire, nor upsetting the anu-

zation of their legitimate appreciations. He 
had never doubted that the falsity of the 
forged letters would ultimately be shown.

Sentence of Death Passed Up on Dick Rawe 
' Yesterday. 

BinmtnGHam, Ala., May 25,— [Special.}— 
About 5 o'clock tins afternoon Diek Hawes 
was brought into the court room to reseive his 
sentence of death. The priscner was looking 
pale and ill at easé, showing plainly the effects 
of the great mental strain undergone during 
his trial. When asked if he had anything to 
gay why sentence should not be passed, he 
arose, and looking directly at the judge, said 
in a clear voice: . 

“lam innocent of the crime of which I have 
been convicted, and | feel that I have not had 
a fairand impartial trial. I believe the jury 
that convicted me was prejudiced, but I hope 
the supreme court will grant me achangeo of 
venué and a new trial, at which I hope to got 
justice. This is all I have to say.”’ 

The prisoner then reruained standing while 
Judge Green pronounced the sentence of 
death, fixing July 12th as the date. Nota 
muscle of Hawes’s face moved as he listened 
to thewords: 

“Hanged by the neck until you are dead 
and may the Lord have mercy on your sou'.’ 

The prisoner left the court room immedi- 
ately in charge of an officer, and declined to 
talk toanyone.

WHO MURDERED CRONIN? 


Busy Investigating the 


Mystery. 

Cuicaco, May 23.—About 10 o’clock this 
morning Captain Wing, of the Lake View po- 
lice force, and Lieutenant Schuttler, of Chi- 
cago, marched into the former’s private office 
witha man between them. It was rumored 
that the stranger was a man who had been ar- 
rested in connection with the Cronm murder. 
This, however, the officers denied and said 
that the stranger was a friend of the murdered 
physician. This statement, however, does not 
nicet with unqualified belief. P. O’Sullivan, 
a Lake View ice dealer, who is said to have 
made a contract with Dr. Cronin to look after 
any injuries his (the ice man’s) employes might 
receive, is under surveillance, though no ar- 
rest has yet been made. The inquest on the 
body has been postponed until this afternoon, 
when a postmortem will also be made. 

The man arrested this marning was P. 
O'Sullivan, an ice dexler of Lakeview, with 
whom Cronin had a contract to attend such of 
his laborers as might become sick or injured. 
O'Sullivan was not held, however, and the 
grounds for his arrest are not very substanttal.

THE COCOANUT 


Becomes the Means of Locating a Crime and 
the Arrest of the Murderer. 

BrrRMINGHAM, Ala., May 23.—|Special.J— 
During the trial of Gilbert Lowe for murder 
today, the testimony of Ben Elzey disclosed 
the fact that the superstition of five negro 
murderers was largely instrumental in the 
identitication of their victim and their arrest. 
One night last January, Ben Elzey, Lawrence 
Johnson, Joe Halachi, Gilberc Lowe and 
Henry Joe, all negroes, found J. W. Meadows, 
a white man, drunk on the streets; learned he 
had about $100 in money in his pocket, and 
they took him out on Red mountain and robbec 
and murdered him. Meadows had a cocoanut 
in his hand when murdered. One of the ne- 
groes picked it up and was going to eat it, so 
Elzey testified today, but the others told him 
if he ate the fruit the ghost of the dead man 
would haunt him. This frightened him, and 
he left the cocoanut laying by the body. It was 
six weeks before the body was found,and then it 
was little more than askeleton, and could not 
be identified. Theshellof the cocoanut was 
still laying by the body. <A fruit dealer, hear- 
ing of this, remembered selling a cocoanut toa 
drunken white man who went away from his 
place in company with five negroes. This 
was the first and one of the most important 
links in the chain of evidence which led to 
the identification of the body and the arrest of 
the murderers.

A FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY 
At Oliver Springs, in Anderson 
Dennessee. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 23.—-[Special.]— 
A heartless killing occurred at Oliver Springs, 
in Anderson county, yesterday, the details of 
which have just been learned. Two men 
named Sam Diggs and. Lippy Scarboro, went 
to the springs, where a drug store is kept, to 
get some “‘ginger ale.’’ They were both in- 
toxicated, and Frank Chapman, the proprie- 
tor, refused tosellthem. Thereupou both be- 
came very indignant, and Chapmam and Scar- 
boro clinched in a fight. Chapman was getting 
the best of Scarboro, when Diggs, drawing his 
pistol, placed the muzzle against Chapman's 
head and fired, the ball passing entirely 
through his head, killing him instantly. 
Diggs made his escape, but was afterward 
captured, and placed in jail. The affair has 
created intense excitement. Chapman was 
one of the most popular young men in the 
county and was an Oflicer in the Schubert 
Rifles, the crack company of the county.

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THE ROAD CONGRESS. 


COMPLETE THEIR LABORS YESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON AND ADJOURN, 


SEVERAL EXCELLENT ADDRESSES 


At the Morning Session—The Report of the 
Committee Set Aside - Asking for 
Better Road Laws. 


The road congress assembled at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning in the hall of the house of 
representatives. The entire body—about two 
hundred members—were present. 

Prayer was offered by Rey. Dr. 
Decatur. 

On motion of Mr. Young, of Greene, the 
address of Professor Willet was made a special 
order. 

l’rofessor Sanford’s address was also made a 
special order. 

KEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Hon. Martin V. Calvin,{from the committee 
on legislation, read the report of that commit- 
tee, which was in the form of a bili to be in- 
troduced at the snmmer session of the legis- 
lature, as a road law for Georgia. 

Foliowing is the text of the bill: 

A PROPOSED RUAD LAW, 

AN ACT to amend the road laws of this state and to 
einpower the county anthorities to levy and col» 
lect a tax for road purposes, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the senate and honse 
of representatives in general assembly met, and it 
ig hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That it shall be the duty of the county authorities 
having charge of the roads and revenue in each 
county in this state, on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber after the passage of this act, and biennially 
thereafter, to appoint a superintendent of public 
roads tor their respective counties, whose powers, 
— and iiabilities shall be as hereinafler set 
forth. 

Sec. 2. Ge it further enacted, That said superin- 
tendents in their respective counties shall, and they 
are hereby authorized and required by the first 
Monday in February in each year to iay off the 
roads in their respective counties in sections as they 
shall deem most appropriate; the working and 
keeping in repair of which shall be let out to the 
lowest bidder on the first Monday in March fora 
term of one or more yeurs, 

Haid letting shall be advertised once a week for 
four weeks in the public gazette in which the sheriff 
of the county does his advertising, 

It shail be the duty of said superintendents to 
make out specifications in writing of the work to be 
done, Which specifications shall be subject to the 
approval of the county authorities having charge of 
the roadsand revenue and open to eXamination for 
four weeks prior to the day of letting. and the place 
where they may be found shall be stated in the 
advertisement hereinbelore provided for, and said 
specifications shall be the basis of tiie contract.

The committee also submitted the following 
resoiution in conjunction with the preceding 
act. it was unanimously adopted:

Professor Shelton P. Sanford was introduced 
and read a very able paper on public roads, 
It showed great research and abounded in 
practical suggestions for the improvement of 
the highways of Georgia. No synopsis of thig 
remarkable address would convey a propem 
conception of the admirable argument pre- 
sented, 

Ceolone! Mark Hardin read the interesting 
and instructive paper sent in by Professor 
Willet, Which was full of scientific snggestiong 
for bettering the condition of Georgia roads. 

_ Both papers were greeted with demonstrae 
tions of approval, and will be printed in pam- 
phiet form by direction of the congress. 

JUDGE EVE’S ADDRESS. 

Judge Eve delivered an able and practical 
speech, taking as his text the system under 
which the roads of Richmond have been per- 
manoutly improved by convict labor, The gis? 
of his remarks follow: 

JUDGE EVE'S ADDRESS. 

The following is the speech of Judge Eve, 
beginning with the roads of Richmond county: 

There ts onty one road in the county where we 
eould get rock, ‘That road has been rocked ten 
iuches deep from the city limits to the county line, 

On the other roads we either have clay or send. Our 
mode is to put on the sand roads a little clay and on 
the clay roads a little sand to harden them. We 
place on the heavy sand beds a layer of clay from 
six to twelve inches, and arrange so that the sand 
will mix with tne clay. ihat formsa very hard road 
surface—one that is very pleasant to drive over 
and one that is lasting. We had, near Atgusta, 
between the cify andthe United States arsenal. e 
road where the sand was so heavy that it was 
thought to be without botlom, The road force was 
puton itand alayerof ciay from eight to twelve 
inches was put over it, and from a bed near by @ 
layer of gravel was pu: over the road. ne govern- 
ment selected that road lor the hauling of supplies, 
aud he ivy orduance § res were transported over 
it. It has stood a vreat deal of wear and tear and ts 
Inexcelient coudition today. Other roads worked 
in the same way in different pars of 
the county are in excellent coudition, 
and will continue so with little repair. 

Such work is exceedingly eheap, because there fg 
scarcely a spot in Georgia where sand is found but 
there is ciay near by, either on thesurface oru dere 
neath, in Richmond we find it sometimes within 
thdrty feet of the roadbed, and sometimes on the 
roadLed under the sand. In the latter case we ree 
move the sand, take outa sufiictent depth of clay 
to cover it, throw in the sand and spread the clay 
on Lop Ol il 

AS rapid y as} ossible we are removing al! wooden 
structures trom the roads of Kicimond and sub- 
stituting brick culverts When this work is well 
done it is done forever, and there is no sending 
back the trond force to repair a little job of thag 
kind. Iti, our intention as rapidly as possible, with- 
out making the tax too onuercus upon the peop'e, 
to replace wooden bridges or piers enurely with 
rocks or brick abutments.

Oyr couvicts havea shackle upon them with @ 
cbain which reachestothe waist and is fastened 
by a beit which prevents ite inoterferin 
with them at work. At night the tent is piten 
nearatree and there is a long gang chain upon 
which these chains attached to the conviels are 
slipped, and itis lovked upoa the tree, and there 
jsone puird who is required to be on duly the 
entire night to watch the convicts, th@rest of the 
guards femainivg im the camp. Dufg eleven 
years we have workéd them im that way end | am 
contident we have not had ten escapes, aii at 
Dightithink two would cover lt, go the woce we 
adopt has proven quite successful. 

‘*f would lke to tell here anotherfthing.that work 
on the pu! lie roads adds wreatly to the health 
ofconview.

A Very Interesting Rallroad Case Before 
Judge Emory Speer, 

Macon, Ga., May 23.—[Special.}—The 
United States court room today has been the 
scene ofa very important legal battle, and the 
proceedings were highly Interesting to the 
spectators in attendance, 

It was the second day of the trial of 
the case of Sherwood vs. Central Railroad and 
Banking company. ‘The suit is brought in the 
name of Sherwood in behalf of the minority 
stockholders of the Selma, Griftin and North 
Alabama rairoad. By purchase ¢he Central 
‘ailroad become possessed of a majority of the 
stock of the Selma Griftin 
North ‘Alabama road, and have been 
controlling the road in its opera- 
tions. Nearly two hundred affidavits have 
been submitted by the minority stockholders 
to the effect that the Central is trying to 
wreck the Selma, Griffin and North Alabama 
so asto buy the line ata sacrifice. The mi- 
nority stockholders declare that the purchase 
would be unconstitutional, inasmuch as it vi- 
olates that provision of the constitution rela- 
tive to competing lines. They further 
aver that they are at a disad- 
vantage in-the the terms of the sale 
and proposed price to be paid. They ask the 
uplifting of the strong arm of the United 
States court to prevent the final sale and con- 
trol of the road to the Central. 

The day was devoted chiefly to the 
introduction by the defense of  eyi- 
dence of employes, poopie living 
along the line of the road, traveling 
men and others to show the good condition of 
the road, of the rolling stock, and the general 
status of affairs. It is not known at this writ- 
ing when the case will close. 

The lawyers forthe plaintiff are Judge Alex 
Speer and Attorney General Anderson.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The Foard of Underwriters Meet and Dis- 
cuss the Situation. 


Macon, Ga., May 23.—[Special.}|—The hun- 


dreds of cold free springs that furnish the wa- 
ter supply of Macon are simply inexhaustible, 
but owing to the rapidly increased patronage 
and the great quantity of water us d to 
sprinkle the streets, the pumping power of the 
works has. become inadequate for the 
service. The present puming power is 1,500,000 
gallons per day, and about 100,000 gallons over 
this amount is being daily used, owing to the 

amount of water used for sprinkling. 
The reservoir has become almost totally bare 
of water at times, and durifg the past few 
days only from one to three feet have been in 
the reservoir, whereas the citys con- 
tract requires that there always be 
not less than fifteen feet. The past afternoon 
or two, at certain hours, there has been no 
water in the houses on the hill. 

In consequence of all of the above, the board 
of underwriters met this morning to discuss 
the situgtion relative to fire risks. They agreed 
that the pumping power is not sufficient to 
necessary pressure for fire. 
A committee, consisting of Presi- 
dent G. CC. Conner, of the board, 
E. S. Wilson, George H. Plant, together with 
Chief Jones, of the fire department, and Al- 
derman Cox, of the water supply committee, 
of the council were appointed to confor with 
Messrs. J: W. Wilcox and A. E. Boardman, 
of the local management of the water works 
company, to sce what was the true situation, 
the cause of the deficient service and 
the prospect of its improvement. The under- 
writers claimed that they were forced to this 
action in order to protect the interests of the 
insurance companies who had taken risks in 
this city based on certain water supply which 
was not now, being furnished: 
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waited on to make the improvements, which 
the management is requested to make at the 
earliest possible moment.

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A TRIP TO HELL. 


The Strange Experience of Hon. Charlies 
Mitchell, of Gwinnett. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., May 23.—{Special.} — 
Charley Mitchell, of this county, tells the fol- 
lowing experience: 

“Several years ago I was bit by a mad dog, 
and have suffered from its effects nearly every 
year since then, and now have spasms occa- 
sionally. I had been down to Florida, and when 
I returned to the hill country my system was 
filled with malaria, and I was in bad 
health, but as I had to work for a liy- 
ing, I went to Atlanta and engaged to 
drum for a clothing house on Whitehall street, 
known as Menko & Bro.

as bigasa hogshead, come rollingi down the 
hill, and in an instant I seemed to fall a thou- 
sand feet. I knew everything just as well as 
I except tbat I was entirely 
and found myself lying’ in 
I tried but could not getup. I looked 
around and saw paagree of people; some I 
knew and some L did not. Some I recognized 
from descriptions of them I had heard while a 
boy. I remember seéing Reet Jones, of South 
Carolina, and Will Redimond, The crowd was 
of all sizes and colors, and were walking about, 
and at every step they gave the sparks would 
fly up from their legs like the red scales that 
tiy from hot iron when gtruck by a hammer on 
an anvil. They had greav fiery clubs 
and were battle-whanging one another 
worse than any row you ever saw. The fire 
seemed to be knee deep, and it would roll as 
they tramped through it. One of the fellows 
I knew walked up to me and kicked me, and 
I begged him not to do thatany more. How 
long I remained there I have no idea, but l 
saw everything just as plain as I see you sit- 
ting there. When caine to again I was 
lying in a room at Mr. Bridewell’s, in Decatur. 
Mrs. Bridewell was sitting by the fire, and the 

first word I spoke was, ‘Where am 1?’ 

‘**Never mind, Charley,’ she said; ‘you will 
be taken care of.’ 

‘‘Itiwas Wednesday evening, abont 3 o’clock, 
when I was stricken down on the road, and I 
afterwards learned that I was picked up in 
the road or ditch by Dr Mason, of Decatur, 
the clerk of the court and ordinary and two 
negro nen and carried to Bridewell’s hotel.

SUPPOSED I WAS DEAD 
as IT hadno pulse. After they got the blood to 
circulating I was run mnad, but still in torment. 
I lay in this unconscious condition from Wed- 
nesday until next Friday week. And I was as 
good as dead, for I knew nothing of being 
taken to the house or anything that occured 
all this time, except as I have stated. It made 
an impression thatI will never forget while I 
live. I can see them now, those horrid, demon 
faces, as they fought with their clubs of fire, 
and mingling together, only to curse, brandish 
their weapons and fight like wild beasts. It 
was a horrid vision! Callit what you may, 
but it was an awful reality to me, and the 
memory of it follows me likea shadow every- 
where I go.”’

CROPS IN SOUTHWEST GEORGIA. 


Some Expressions of Opinion from Leading 
Farmers. 

ALBANY, Ga., May 23.—[Special.}—The con- 
dition of the crops is an ever present subject 
of conversation in an agricultural section like 
this, 

“Crops are mighty sorry,’’ said Mr. Frazier, 
of Mitchell county. “I planted my cotton 
late and have some eight or ten acres that has 
not yet come up, being planted in the drought 
which has since continued. The seed are still 
intact, however, and will sprout up with the 
first, rains.”’ 

“The oat crop is fairly ruined,’’ said Mr. A. 
N. Walker, of Dougherty. ‘I mean, espec- 
ially the spring oats. The yield of fall oats 
has been materially decreased. Mr. Nick 
Cruger had a fine oat crop, but it would have 
been much larger had there been more rain 
this season. The corn, cotton and 
melon vines appear to be doing finely, 
they being hot weather plants and thriving in 
the warm dry atmosphere at present prevail- 
ing. The replants, where the stands were not 
good, have not done well, the weather having 
been too dry to allow of their coming up. 

THE WAGONER OR CARRIER, 

who hauls freight between Albany and New- 
ton, says: ‘I pass along this twenty miles of 
road every day and have a good opportunity to 
notice the crops on the way. ‘The cotton is 
looking splendidly and the stands are good. 
The corn looks shriveled up and droopy at 
midday, but appears to revive aud freshen up 
in the afternoon.”’ 

Saida Lee county farmer: ‘I have noticed 
a@ peculiarity which occurs here every time a 
drought prevails. It seems that when the 
land has been dried up moisture 
rises to the surface from way beneath the soil. 
This year it was particularly apparent. The 
corn began to look pretty badly and com- 
menced drying up when I saw that it had 
suddenly revived and freshened up. The 
water had risen up to the surface.’’

Crops in Morgan. 

Mapison, Ga., May 23.—[Special.]|—At the 
beginning of the season, Morgan county never 
had a more flattering outlook for a fruit crop. 
At present the tender voung fruit is suffering 
for want of rain, and the prospects for a full 
crop are not so good.

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The Read Congress. 

The road congress, now in session in At- 
Janta, is essentially a representative body. 
The delegates have not depended on any 
political influence whatever for their ap- 
pointment, and they are not here to further 
any political object. 

In our opinion, the convention is destined 
to be a historic one. Its members can ac- 
complish nothing directly, but the influence 
the concress will have on the public opinion 
of the state and on future legislation is in- 
calculable. The fact that it is practically a 
non-political body will give its suggestions 
and conclusions great weight. 

The very fact that such a congress of 
Georgians has assembled possesses a signifi- 
cance Jarger, and more important, than that 
which has attached to any convention since 
the state constitution was changed in 1877. 

Leaving politics out of view, it may be 
gaid that the significance of the road con- 
gress is quite equal to that of the constitu- 
tional convention. That body assembled to 
institute changes that were absolutely neces- 
gary, and these matters were easily got at 
and easily understood. The road congress 
assembles as an experiment, and the idea of 
{ts members is to develop the state. 

What the congress will do we do not 
know. It can only recommend legislation, 
and we feel sure that its recommendations 
will meet the approval of the people of 
Georgia. Pending this business, the county 
of Putnam, represented by Judge _W. F. 
Jenkins and others, has already taken ad- 
vance steps. ‘The county has already as- 
gessed a road tax, and if the congress now 
in session fails to come to any practical con- 
clusion, the county has a special bill to be 
passed, and the money will be forthcoming 
for the improvement of the roads as soon as 
the legislature acts. 

The plan of the bill will be to abolish the 
road commissioners, and to appoint as road 
inspector a good business man, who will be 
responsible for the working and improve- 
ment of the roads. 

What was accomplished yesterday will be 
found fully reported in our news columns. 
It will be seen that the congress is going to 
work in an intelligent and a business-like 
manner. 
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What's the Mattor With Grant? 

In figuring on presidential possibilities 
for 1802, what’s the matter with Hugh J. 
Grant, the distinguished young wayor of 
New York? 

Too young, some may say, and others 
think that his next step must be forthe gov- 
ernership, after which he might be in a 
position to aspire tofpromotion tothe presi- 
dency. But stranger things have happened 
than that circumstances should make him a 
conspicuous feature in the next presidential 
campaign. 

That Mayor Grant is a power in the polit- 
ical control of New York city there is no 
doubt, and his undoubted strength among 
the Irish element throughout the country 
micht, under certain conditions, bring him 
prominently to the front as a most important 
factor in national politics. It is true that 
both Mr. Clevelaud and Governor Hill may 
be considered as coming before Mayor 
Grant, if the deinocratic choice is again to 
be made from New York, but it is equally 
Arue that there are objections to both that 
could not be urged with the same vigor 
against him. 

Mr. Grant’s public life has served to dem- 
onstrate that he is a man to whom can be 
intrusted with confidence any public trust. 
His clear record as alderman, and afterward 
as sheriff, rewarded bim with the mayoralty 
at a tinf® when several of those who served 
with him were in the penitentiary for having 
gold their manhood. 

It is true a man ought not be paid for 
being honest, but nevertheless when one 
emerges from the fire of corruption, unde- 


filed by its temptations, it is well to let him— 


Anow that his course is appreciated. Such 
@ man is Mr. Grant. 

Probably the greatest objection to him is 
that he is a democrat, pure and simple, and 
believes in the old time democratic doctrine, 
that when the democrats are in control they 
ought to make only democrats responsible 
for the honesty of a democratic administra- 
tion. Straficze to sav, this makes him un- 
popular with some democrats in these 
halcyon days of mugwumpery.

In this way Tur CONSTITUTION has, when 
asked to do so, favored the Atlanta corres- 
pondent of the Macon Telegraph, and will 
do so again, with pleasure. 

It was after ten o’clock on Wednesday 
night before the judges of the interstate 
drill completed their report. There was no 
time to take an additional copy for Tue 
CONSTITUTION, and the original manuscript 
was furnished the Macon Telegraph. Then 
-{t was that Tne COoNsTITUTION’S corres- 
pondent, Mr. Boifeuillet, found that he was 
shut out, and, in answer to bulletins, an- 
nounced that he could not get the coveted 
document. Two Atlanta companies had 
participated in the drill. The Macon Tele- 
graph had exclusive possession of the official 
report, and proposed to ‘‘scoop’’ THE Con- 
STITUTION On its own ground.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
One Way to Christianize a People. 

Epirors ConsTiTutTion: A sensible remark 
of Rev. A. G. Haygood may be appropriately called 
up today in the presence of our road congress, 
which convenes this morning. In substance the 
remark was: That as a preliminary step towards 
Christianizing a people, he wonld give them good 
roads. 

On thissame lire, the Rev. W. H. Pofter, editor 
of the Christian Advocate, of Macon, gives expresss 
ion to views which should be read carefully by 
every man and woman in Georgia. Here they are: 

‘“‘We bave failed fora huncred years, grieviously 
failed, to make intercourse easy or even saie Le- 
tween the furmer in the country and the merchant 
in the town, between neighbor and neichbor in the 
country, Our bad roads have put a premium upon 
non-intercourse and emphasized selfishness until 
the outraged social instincts have asserted their 
power by driving our rural population into the towns 
and cities, to the sacrifice of property and health- 
ful social conditions, We hope this monumental 
failure of a century will be frankly confessed at the 
coming congress, and some system formulated to 
redeem our well nigh ruined agricultural districts, 
aud that the crv for better roads wiil be so loud und 
unanimous that every member of the Georgia logis- 
lature will be compelled to hearand heea it, No 
villaves in Georgia are the result of having 
no roads, Let highways be cast up leading 
from the county site to every prine pal part ol the 
county, and it will be but a logical result for rest- 
dences to be built upon such highways. Now, 
the whole state looks like a deposit from a cyclone, 
A thousand acres hereandan abandoned house in 
the middle of it, arproacbed by a blind path that a 
doctor would be airaid to travel over by night, and 
over the creck another * settlement’ with big hills 
on every side arid deep guilies in the suscalled road 
that leads toit, andtwo miles away another house 
in a grove of trees jhat seem preserved to hide the 
occupants of the place, the entire area interspersed, 
at iipegular distances, with cabins and hovels for 
irresponsible oecupants.§ 

While considering the matter of roads it would be 
well forthe members of the congress to raise the 
question of a resurvey of the lands. If proper 
roads were made and the land resurveyed so as to 
give aroad frontage toevery lot, or holdinz, and 
then, if the owners would build neur together on 
each side of the road, the increased value of the 
land thus laid off and improved would more than 
pay the expense of the survey and the building of 
the new houses. Of course the new survey should 
not be after an iron bound rule. Respect should be 
had to building sites on the road, to water 
facilities in the rear, and a due _ pro- 
portion of timberediand. If.this were done, 
thriving villages would spring up all overtbe 
state, The agriculiurists would not be isolated cit- 
izens, lacking society for mutuel defense and help-~ 
tuiness; churehes would built, schools estab- 
lished, anda healthy, jorous, virtuous and havpy 
population wou'd line the roads from one country 
site to another, and make the whoie land bloom as 
a gafden. We see nothing whichis so likely to 
stop the mad rush of the rural population to town, 
asthis simple pian. The agricultural station and 
experiment farm just established in this state, will 
do but little good, if the movement of young peo- 
pie to towu i$ not stopped,

Judge Eve stated that Rix bmond county

He bagan with a reference to a remark 
made by the late William M. Wadley, who 
said: ‘Gentlemen, you have got no roads in 
Georgia, and you’vye no laws to make 
roads, You must make your laws 
before you can make your roads,” 
Indorsing this view Mr. Huff said that there is 
not on the statute books of Georgia ‘fone sin- 
zle particle of public road law that should be 
eonsidered for one moment, not a section, a 
paragraph, a line or a word.’’ The only refor- 
mation ot- which these laws are capable, he 
argued, is their absolute repeal, ‘The state 
ought to take charge of and _ work 
her public roads on the same  prin- 
ciple that she runs her public schools. 
The four things necessary in the building 
and keeping up public highways are: Good 
laws, With plenty of men, money and material. 
The -men, the money and the material are 
here;now giveus thelaws, To secure the 
necessary leyvislation itis necessary to go bofore 
the general assembly and ask, for it; to do this 
we must gosapported by facts and figures. 
There are only two kinds of labor to be found 
in Georgia—free labor and convict labor; and 
itis the duty of the state to work that labor on 
her public roads, which is cheap- 
est and best. We should, therefore, 
ask the legislature to pass a law putting the 
state and county convicts at work on the public 
roads; and when we have done this we must 
then ask them to tax the people to feed and 
clothe and guard these convicts while they are 
soemploved. Whenthis is done all that is now 
known as the public road laws of the state can 
be instantly repealed; indeed, they will stand 
repealed just as they now do in the counties of 
Richmond, Chatham, Floyd, Muscogee, Fulton 
and Bibb. 

Mr. Iluff in treating the question of the 
practical shape in which the question should 
be presented, reviews the situation, showing 
the total number of state and county convicts 
to be over 2,200. The 1,700 in the penitentiary 
are ‘‘at work for five or six wealthy gentlemen 
in this state and one Boston Yankee for less 
than three and a half cents per day net to the 
state.’”’ Free jabor for the same sort of occu- 
pations commands one dollar to one dollar and 
fifty cents a day, 

Mr. Huff proceeds to deal with the convict 
lease system, which he characterized as ‘‘a 
yreat financial swindle upon the tax payers of 
Greorgia.’’ He quotes Mr. English as saying 
that convict labor is the best in the world, be~ 
cause it isthe most reliable. He compared the 
Cieorgia system with tLat of Alabama, where 


| less than 600 convicts bring to the state a net 


revenue of mom than $28,000 per annum, and 
Tennessee, where less than 1,400 bring a net 
revenue of over $100,000. This labor 
under the Georgia system is directly in com- 
petition with free labor in anumber of differ- 
ent branches of industry, and states that the 
lessees are able to crowd out ail other bidders 
on all kinds of work upon which they are en- 
gaged. ‘‘And the most humiliating, crush- 
ing, shameful feature of it al] is that the em- 
pire state of the south stands out before the 
world as the controlling partner in this damna- 
ble iniquity.”’ 

Then he treatod of the already alarming 
increase in the number of convicts in the pen- 
itentiary and that the lessess fully expect the 
number to reach 2,500 before long. A_ short 
history of the convict lease was here given, and 
figures were presented showing the increase in 
the number of convicts from 205 in 1868 to 
1,716 in 1889. The further we get away from 
that devastating and ruinous effects of the 
war, the smaller the compensation was for the 
hire of those convicts, and the larger the lease 
was made. 

Mr. Hutf paid a high compliment to the 
present general assembly, showivg how, at 
their last session, they took such a liberal and 
business-like stand toward the educational 
system of the state. ‘They did the biggest and 
best thing ever done for Georgia,’’ he said, 
‘and the next best thing they can do is to go 
deeper down into the treasury and take out 
just enough annually to put and keep our 
publie highways in proper order.”’ 

As he proceeded with his paper, Mr. Huff 
become more emphatic in his denunciation of 
the convict lease system. Summing up he 
said: 

Andthere we seeit, Mr. President, from its 
infancy to its manhood, from its inception to 
its perfection. the meanest, vilest, filthiest 
thing thatever disgusted people or disgraced 
agovernment. Yes, sir, the Yankee General 
Ruger inaugurated it; Bullock ratified and 
extended it; Smith in turn confirmed it, but 
at the same time denounced it as a 
financial swindle and outrage, and cursed it 
upon several occasions; Colquitt indulged and 
excused it in all of its ugliest, gnastliest forms. 
Hic monkeyed with it, he fondled with, dal- 
lied with it, and atone time seriously consid- 
ered it a business proposition—but finally de- 
termined to hold on to his politics, and in that 
way only missed the disgrace by the skin of his 
teeth: MeDaniel petted it and apologized un- 
til dr. Westmoreland came in and exposed its 
cruel deformities in a most pitiless, fearless 
manner, When McDaniel, in order to hide 
hisown Shame as well as that ofthe state 
actually suppressed the report which was made 
by Westmoreland and kept it here from the 
public gaze until he, McDaniel, went out of 
oftice. Gordon plunged madly into it in 1876, 
and took both the convicts and politics, and 
played both hands wide open for all they were 
worth, but likea brave man, he soon became 
disgusted with this human trafiic and ashamed 
of his business, and went to work to get out 
of it. And by way of doing 
penance for the offense, he has admitted 
inithe presence of more witnesses than one that 
-he made the mistake of his life when he went 
into it—and finally when the political evolu- 
tions of the state made it his turn to be gover- 
nor he had forced upon him a trial and inves- 
tigation which must have been as delicate as 
it was serious. But as he showed more official 
perve, and exhibited more executive manhood 
than any of his predecessors, his conduct 
should not be criticised—on the contrary it

Then Mr. Haff 
took up the question of cost of convicts as com- 
pared with free labor. By a comparisen with 
the cost of the convict labor used by Bibb 
county inthe making and keeping in repair 
its roads, the speaker treated’ the question of 
cost exhaustively. He furnished a table show- 
ing the expense in working 1,600 convicts one 
year, including guarding, feeding, clothing and 
medical attention, sixteen superintendents, a 
state engineer,a state physician, a principal 
keeper; five state read = commission- 
ers, feed for mules, repairs for 
tools, trapsportation for officers and

S25,650. The same 
labor, or those needed in the handling of free 
labor, foot up $467,100. This is figuring the 
free labor at 80 cents per day, the lowest possi- 
ble calculation. Taking $1 a day as the basis, 
the total reaches $565,300, or a difference of 
$303,620 in favor of thé convict labor. 
To pay for this convict labor a tax of seven 
one-balf cents on the bh will 
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be all that is necessary to raise the $263,000 to 
work the 1,000 convicts on the public roads of 
the state for one year. 
for this work will cost, Mr. Huff estimates, 
$75,000, which he thinks an extravagant esti- 
mate. Ifthe state should at any time deter- 
mine to give up this public road work the 
could sold without 

state. Now comes the 
securing the convicts—‘‘the 
question of all questions before this conven- 
tion.” He showed-the objections which. are 
raised to the passage of a law taking the con- 
victs. Answering these, he said: 

“If you ask me how I would proceed to get 
them, I would tell you to go about it just like 
=e would go about getting a stolen horse ; just 

ike you would proceed to recover damages 
under any breach of contract; just as you 
would go about and securing any 
species of property which had been 
fraudulently obtained from you. I am very 
certain I would succeed. What we wantisa 
little bold legislative investigation and some 
sound judicial hearings and everything will 
be allright. I deny that the legislature of 
Georgia had the right to pass the act of 1876 
at the time it was passed and in the way it 
was passed, And I deny that any legal, valid 
binding contract was ever made wnder the act 
after it was passed, because the act itself was 
a fraud and a swiudle on the people of Georgia. 

Mr. Huff denied that the famous case in the 
7ist Georgia raised a direct issue between the 
state and the lessees, and says that the legality 
of the lease has never yet been made the direct 
question between the state and the lessees. 

_ Upon this point Mr. Huff made some very 
interesting statements. 

“While serving in the legislature of 1887,’ 
he said, “I made frequent trips between Ma- 
con and Atlanta, and upon one occasion, while 
going from Macon to Atlanta on the earl 
morning train, between Griftin and Atlanta, 
found myself in the next seat on the 
car to Hon. William B. Stewart, ex- 
judge of the Flint circuit and tho 
present congressman from this district. I had 
read and heard a great deal about the decision 
in the 7ist Georgia and knew that Stewart 
rendered it. In my talk with the judge I 
asked himif it would be proper for him to 
answer me a question in regard to the decision 
rendered by himself touching the convict 
lease. He said it would and that he would 
take pleasure in answering. I then asked him 
if the case as then presented to the supreme 
court at that time involved any direct issue as 
between the _ state and the lessees 
and he said it did not. That 
it was asort of incidental or side issue, a 
mere settlement ofadispute as it were be- 
tween the two penitentiary companies and the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad. After 
talking over the matter for some time, Judge 
Stewart made this remark to me: ‘‘We were 
itching to get a fair and square lick at them’’— 
meaning the lessees, 

“A few days subsequent to this talk with 
Congressman Stewart I addressed a note to 
him_at Griffin and asked him to explain or 
construe the following paragraph in his de- 
cision: 

‘‘We find that the state, through its chief 
executive, has leased its convicts for twenty 
years, and is to receive $25,000 per annum. 
Whether the contract thus made was proper, or 
whether now one more remunerative to the 
state could be made, are considerations by 
which this court cannot afford to be influenced ; 
it is the mission of the courts to enforce and 
not to make contracts. The state can change 
its penitentiary system; can change its 
modes of punishment; may _ reduce 
felonies to misdemeanors, or make 
prospectively misdemeanors. felonies, but as 
long as the state continues its present system 
and mode of punishment contracts made in 
having the same enforced are binding on the 
state.’ . 

In reply to my note Judge Stewart wrote me 
that he could not coustrue that portion of his 
decision in the absence of other members of the 
court who sat with him in the hearing of the 
case, or language to that effect.. Only two or 
three days after getting this reply from 
Judge Stewart, I met him in Atlanta, and 
when I asked him why he wrote me such 
a note he smilingly replied, ‘Why, I thought 
you were trying to catch me out.’ 

‘*‘Now, Mr. President, I frankly confess to 
you that I did not understand Colonel Stew- 
art then, and do not now. It occurred to me 
then as it does now, that if the decision as 
rendered by Judge Stewart was good law, he 
ought not to have becn ashamed or afraid of 
it, and if #t was bad law, he ought not to have 
rendered it. Itis proper, perhaps, for. me to 
state to this conventionthat when this case 
was brought before the supreme court Judge 
James Jackson was then on the bench, and 
being related to the Giants, who were largely 
interested in the convict lease, he, Jackson,’ 
was necessarily disqualified, and Governor 
Colquitt requested Judge Stewart to preside in 
the case, and hence his connection with it. 

‘But, Mr. President, suppose we overlook, ex- 
cuse and forget any and everything like extra 
caution or apparent squeamishness on the part 
of Judge Stewart in regard to this decision, and 
suppose we accept it as perfectly sound law 
until it is reversed, and what do we find? We 
find, sir. that while the supreme court held 
this convict lease system to be legal and bind- 
ing on the state, we also find the strongest sort 
of anintimation from the coffrt that there 
might have been something wrong about the 
system itself, or the contract, and that there is 
a remedy foritall. And inasmuch as there 
are several good lawyers in this convention, 
suppose we ask them what Judge Stewart 
meant when he said: ‘The state can 
change its peniteutiary system, can 
change its mode of punishment, may reduce 
felonies to misdemeanors, and make prospec- 
tively misdemeanors felonies.”’ 

Mr. Huff then read a lengthy opinion from 
one of the very best lawyers in his part of the 
state. He winds up his paper by the asser- 
tion that the only way to get the convicts, if 
they want them, is by asking for them ina 
straight forward manner. If this doesn’t 


bring them, take the matter to the courts. 


Mr. Huff was listened to with marked atten- 
tion, and was frequently applauded. 

On motion of Colonel G. W. Adair the re- 
port of the committee on legislation was 
taken up. 

He opposed the idea of sending the drafted 
bill to the legislature, and favored tbe appoint- 
ment of a committee to submit a memorial to 
the legislature, requesting it to consider the 
whole matter and. provide a way to secure 
better roads in the state. 

Rev. J. G. Gibson, of Oglethorpe, offered a 
substitute for the bill that a memorial be sub- 
mitted to the’ legislature specifying the plan 
which the congress thinks best. 

Pending the preparation of a substitute for 
the bill by Colonel Adair the congress ad- 
journed till 3 o’clock. 

The Afternoon Sesston. 

The chief feature of the afternoon session 
was the consideration of a substitute for the 
report of the legislative committee, which was 
offered by Colonel G. W. Adair.
